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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the following communication: the Amendment filed 
July 21, 2010 and the Information Disclosure Statement filed July 21, 2010. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-14, and 25 are pending. Claims 6 and 11 are cancelled. 
Claims 15-24 are cancelled by Examiner's Amendment as being drawn to the non- 
elected invention(s) without traverse. Claims 1-3, 7, 8, 10, and 12-14 is currently 
amended. Claim 25 is new. Claim 1 is independent. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 1, there is no teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation for combination in the prior art to a fuse link laterally contacting a first end 
portion and a second end portion and having a pair of parallel sidewalls separated by a 
substantially uniform width through an entirety thereof, the first end portion includes a 
rectangular portion and a plurality of integral triangular-shaped portions, the rectangular 
portion includes a pair of coplanar sidewalls that are coplanar with each other, 
contacting sidewalls of the fuse linke, and substantially perpendicular to the pair of 
parallel sidewalls, wherein the plurality of integral triangular-shaped portions is laterally 
spaced from the pari of parallel sidewalls by the pair of coplanar sidewalls, and 
sidewalls of the plurality of integral triangular-shaped portions, the pair of coplanar 
sidewalls, and the pair of parallel sidewalls form openings which face generally toward 
the second end portion, in combination with the other limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
